FLOOR OF FIELD MUSEUM 
IS 350,000,000 YEARS OLD 


Grotesque Shapes in Marble From 
Missouri Identified as Fossil- 
ized Shells. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO. Nov. 6.—The floor of 
the Field Museum is 350,000,000 
years old. Visitors and officials 
have been walking across the mar- 
ble unknowing that they were 
treading a veritable paleontological 


carpet. Grotesque shapes imbed- 
ded in it have been identified by 
Dr. H. W. Nichols of the depart- 


ment of geology of the museum 
aS fossilized shelis that lived in the 
Mississippi Valley before the dawn 
of history. The fossils include a 
coralline type of shell called 
archimedes, the crinoid or stone 
lily, the clam and brachiopod. 

The marble was quarried in Mis- 
souri.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Nov. 6.— 
Gerald Chapman sits in his cel! in 
the State’s prison at Wethersfield 
today knowing that presumably he 
has less than a month to live. 

The notorious mail robber and 
convicted slayer has lost his fight 
for a new trial. The State Supreme 
Court of Errors decided against 
him yesterday, sustaining the ver- 
dict of the lower court which found 
him guilty of the murder of Patrol- 
man James Skelly of New Britain 
12, 1924. 

Chapman was sentenced to be 
hanged last June, but was granted 
a reprieve by Gov. Trumbull when 
an appeal was filed. He now must 
pay the death penalty on the morn- 
ing of Dec. 3, unless proceedings 
contemplated by his counsel suc- 
ceed. 

When notified by the prison 
Warden at Wethersfield that the 
Supreme Court had ruled against 
him, Chapman's comment was: 
"Twas no more than I] expected.’ 

The Supreme Court decision re- 
viewing the robber’s murder of the 
patrolman, when surprised while 
attempting to rob a store, con- 
cluded that there was no error in 
his trial. 

Chapman has lost his legal battle 
for life a few days after the killing 
by a detective in Muskegon, Mich., 
of his companion in crime, Dutch 
Anderson, really Ivan Dahl von 
Teller, black sheep of a noble Dan- 
ish family. Chapman has not been 
informed of Anderson's death.

(CHMPMAN DENED  |FREND TELLS HOW 


JOSEPH PARKS DED 


He Upset Motor Canoe ‘n 
Rough Water—Four Com- 
\. panions Saved. 


Two members of the hunting ez- 
pedition to Rainy River, Ontarto, 
that terminated with the drowning 
ot Joseph Parks, owner of the 
Claymo Hote! in Clayton. and wide- 
ly known in sporting circies/ have 
returned to 8t. Loults. They are 
Edgar Maher. an attorney. and W. 
A. Rice. of the Rice Supply Co., 
who with Sheriff Anton Schuler, 
Sigmund Bass, an attorney. and 
Parks. comprised the party. Bass 
and Schuler have remained in 
Rainy River to ald tn the search 
for Parks’ body which has not yet 
been recovered. 

The story of the accident, as re- 
lated by Maher, is that Monday, 
Oct. 26. Bgrks and Bass, with two 
guides, were crossing Crow Lake, 
nearly 100 miles from the camp 
at. Rainy River, in a 19-foot motor- 
driven canoe. The waves were 
high. and Parks, attempting ‘to 
escape one that lapped into the 
boat, upset the craft and the oc- 
cupants were thrown into the icy 
water. 

Survivors Rescued. 

Bass and the two guides clung 
to the craft and drifted to a large 
rock, about 69 yards from an 
island, where Bass. by firing hie re- 
volver in the air, attracted the at- 
tention of the sole tnhabitants of 
the place—caretakers of a lodge 
situated there—who brought the 
marooned men to shore in a motor 
boat. Parks was not seen after the 
boat overturned. 

Schuler and Maher 4id not learn 
of the tragedy until the following 
Wednesday, as Bass and the two 
guides could not get back to their 
camp at Rainy River until a motor 
boat, passing the island, was sig- 
naled and the owner took them 
back. 

Maher told a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch that before start- 
ing on the trip he took a $10,090 
travelers’ insurance policy at Union 
Station, and he believes that each 
of the party, including Parks, took 
the same amount. 

Others to Return Soon. 

Schuler and Bass will return to 
St. Louis soon, and attempts to find 
Parks’ body will continue, he sald, 
though recovery is doubtful, ag the 
place where the boat waa over- 
turned is believea to be about 1090 
feet deep.

DECIDEDLY BETTER 


THREE MEN ARRESTED 
FOR DEATH OF HUNTER 


Prisoners Said to Admit Shoot- 
ing Toward Sandbar Where 
Frank Litsch Was Killed. 


At the request of relatives and 
friends who had tried for almost 
a month to find the man who shot 


and killed Frank Litsch, 22 years 
old, of 4722 Minnesota avenue, as 
he hunted ducks with his fiancee 
on a sandbar in the Mississippi 
River, Oct. 11, Detective-Lieuten- 
ant Aylward yesterday went to 
southern St. Louis County to inves- 
tigate. Today he has signed 
statements from three prisoners 
who admit they were shooting at 
targets opposite the sandbar. 

One prisoner, Thomas Kelly, i9 
yearg old, an iron worker, 56092 
Kingshighway Southwest, surren- 
dered a powerful Krag-Juergensen 
rifle such as killed Litsch, and ad- 
mitted he fired across the river to- 
ward the sandbar. 

‘TI am sure I was the onty one 
who fired the Krag rifle,” he said 
in his statement. 

Engaged in Target Practice. 

The other prisoners are Edward 
Sailer, 30, of 917 Regina avenue, 
St. Louls County, and Arthur Ka- 
welaski, 27, 905 Regina avenue, St. 
Louls County, a relative of the own- 
er of a private preserve near the 
mouth of the Meramec River, where 
they engaged in target practice 
They were turned over to Clayton 
authorities last midnight. because 
the shooting occurred in that juris- 
diction. 

The relatives of Litsch with his 
fiance, Miss Helen Tikart, of 3138 
Neosho etreet, went to Police 
Headquarters Wednesday and 
asked for help. Since the sigpoting, 
they said, they had investigated 
and discovered the shots were fired 
from a private preserve owned by 
a farmer named Weis living near- 
by, who refused them informafion. 

Lieut. Aylward volunteered to 
help. He called on Weis who in- 
formed him that he had given the 
key to his preserve to his relative, 
Kawelaski on Oct. 11 so that he and 
two friends could shoot there. He 
supplied names and addresses 
which enabled Aylward to arrest 
the three men last night. 

The statements agree that the 
men spent about two hours shoot- 
ing at targets back from the river. 
Then, Kelly’s statement continues, 
he picked up the Krag-Jorgensen 
and fired at a log near shore. 

Heard a Scream. 

‘Then I fired at a bird toward 
midstream,’’ it continues. “I fired 
two or three shots and missed it. 
Then I took several shots at a log 
in midstream and three shots at 
another log about two-thirds across. 

“After the last shot at the log a 
person who looked like a man but 
with a woman's voice started to 
scream. Somebody remarked, ‘I 
Suess she’s getting scared~at the 
shooting. We'd better move on.’” 

Kelly said he heard nothing of a 
shooting until several days later 


when Kawelaski remarked, “Do 
you know we killed a man Sunday? 
I read it in the paper.’’: Kelly said | 
he thought Kawelaski was joking 
and dismissed the matter. Each 
prisoner insists that he individual- 
ly had heard nothing definite about 
the shooting until they were ar- 
rested. 

At the time of the shooting, Miss | 
Tikart said she saw three men's 
shooting toward them from  the' 
Missouri side. “We'd better leave 
here,” Litsch remarked and a 
moment later he was shot. Miss 
Tikart swam 150 yards to the IIli- 
nois shore, but when she returned 
with help Litsch was dead. 

Immediately after his funeral 
Miss Tikart began the investigation 
which resulted in yesterday's ar- 
rests, with the help of Litsch’s 
mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Litsch, and |

Jewish Home Superintendent 
Objects to Undertaking 
Place Next Door. : 


A funeral parlor in the residence 
at 3125 Lafayette avenue, next 
door t the Jewish Orphans’ Home, 
would be injurious to the 40 chil- 
dren housed there because the al- 
most constant procession of cask- 
ets, mourners, and funerals would 
have a depressing effect on their 
young minds, argued Superinten- 
gent Lazer Grossman of the Or- 
phan’s Home in Circuit Judge Mill- 
er’s court yesterday. 

Grossman and_others seek to ne- 
strain Mrs. Elizabeth J. Schnur 
from opening undertaking parlors 
at No. 3125. Arguments were pre- 
sented yesterday that the funeral 
parlor would injure property val- 
ues in a residential neighborhood: 
that it would have a depressing ef- 
fect on adults as well as chiiren: 
and that odors from the place 
would constitutee a nulsance. 

Much testimony on the depress- 
ing effect of an undertaking par- 
lor was ruled out. “Mortality is 
the common debt of man and death 


is not improper,” the Judge re- 
marked.

“About 65 pei cent of our mu- 
tual tickets here have been $2 
tickets. That indicates to us thut 
the betting is of a reasonable. 
healthy nature. Folks generaliy 
can afford a $2 bet on a horse and 
it is not likely that they are step- 
ping beyond their means. The com- 
bination ($6), $5 and $20 tickets 
sold each day have been compar- 
atively few. While a great per- 
centage of the people in attend- 
ance on any one day seem to have 
engaged in the betting,showing that 
the desire to indulge is quite wide- 
spread, we are not sorry to find it 
has been for the most part of the 
$2 variety. 

Big Bettors Lacking. 

“On the Kentucky tracks and 
in the East and near Chicago, one 
finds a part of the clientele made 
up of professional gamblers, or 
men of large means, who fancy 
playing the races.

Possibly the Queen felt that her 
friend's services had been well paid 
with £30,000 worth of diamonds 
and other Royal gifts and such 
Royal condescensions as fall to the 
Bot of few bDiacksmith's daughters.

I can make you a 
Duchess, and. if it pleases God, that 
time may arrive—Amen, Amen!” 

An odd invocation, but cheering 
to Emma. 

Im the January of that year Nei- 
son's second daughter was born— 
another “little Emma.” for. all un- 
knowing of the first, that name 
commended iteeif to him. Her life, 
however, was brief. and the charm- 
ing mother resumed her gaieties 
untrammetioed. With this, and the 
‘hreatening of Diindmesas, he had 
*nough to trouble him on his ap- 
perentiy hopeless quest of the 


” 
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French Fieet, and never ‘was his 
triumphant greatness tn public af- 
fairs better shown thzn in that long 
and dogged patience. He never 
went ashore from June, 1803, until 
July, 1805. All his thoughts were 
concentrated on Emma and on the 
French Fieet, and in truth they 
meant the same thing for without 
the conquest of the ome he could 
not hope to see the other, so firm- 
ly were the country’s eyes fixed on 
him. It is a relief to turn from 
that hectic life of Emma's, with 
its noisy assumption and petty 
cruelties to the deserted wife, to 
the pure austerity of his life on the 
high seas.

I who write have heard the tale 
of it as a child from an old, old 
man of my own blood, who was 
serving as a young midshipman in 
the gallant Capt. Parker’s Amazon 
Parker a nephew of the great 
Lerd St. Vincent, Nelson's teacher 
and friend. Who could forget that 
gallant story who has heard it from 
the lips of one who shared it al)? 
Nelson, misled by a false report 
that Villeneuve, the French Ad- 
miral, was about to attack the 
West Indies. made what speed he 
might for the Gulf of Para. Ten 
sail of the line pursuing eighteen. 
At Barbados he was reinforced by 
two line of battleships, and thence 
made what speed he could for 
Trinidad. 

Reaching the Gulf ef Para, he 
summoned his captains on board 
the Victory, and my relative ac- 
ecémpanied Capt. Parker as mid- 
shipman of his boat. carrying some 
official papers with them with 
which he followed him te the 
poop. The officers gathered abont 
Nelson, and pointing in the direc- 
tion of the tsland, he said: 

“The French fleet is probably 
there. They have 18 sal) of the 
line. The Victory will take three. 
Canopus, Spartiate and Belleisle 
wil take two each, and the rest 
of you, one apiece. Now, gentle- 
men, the fleets are equal.” 

Yet this was no*foolhardiness tn 
spite of fts gallantry. for, ship for 
ship, Nelson's fleet was mere equa! 
to Villenevve's than the one which 
he commanded at the Nile had 
been to that of Bruey’s. There 
was the flash In Nelson. bet there 
was also the thunder to beck ft. 
That must newer be forrcotten. 
And iater, off Toulen, came the 
same Parker’s famous dash for 
Lisbon in the Amazon, under Ne!l- 
son's orders to avoid Sir John Orde. 
the Admiral, who. according to the 
Nelsonic notion, was robbing him 
of hits frigates and too jealously 
guarding the bounds of his own 
station to the west. Parker was 
to avoid ships like the devi!' 
“And tf it comes to a court mar- 
tial.” says Nelson with humor in 
his face. “you shall not be broke 
though Sir John Orde is my senior 
officer. I wil! stand by you. Take 
your orders and good-bdy. And re- 
member. Parker. tf you can't 
weather that fellow, I shal! think 
you have not a drop of your old 
uncle's blood tn your veins'* 

Off and away went Parker burn- 
ing with seal. and ag he passed 
Spartel, lo and behold Sir Jobn 
Orde's squadron taking it easy in 
the moonlight! Parker might have 
slipped past. but, alas an outlying 
frigate, lymx-eyed. commanded by 
“tittle good Capt. Hoste.” who had 
borne Nelson's dispatches to Na- 
ples after the Battle of the Nile 
caught sight ef the Amazon lying 
low and gave chase and had the 
heels of her. Aboard came Hoste. 
brimming with Orde’s jealous or- 
Gers that no ship should proceed 
te the westward. Parker button- 
heled him in his cabin. 

“Capt. Hoste, I believe you ewe 
all your advancement in the serv- 
ice to my uncle. Lerd St. Vincent. 
and te Lerd Nelson. I am avotd- 
ing Sir John Orde's squadron by 
desire ef Lord Nelson. I must go 
on.” 


Hoste stood @umb and donbdting 
meneeemeietieeene te 
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Parker, being his senior. he could 
not delay bim on his own author- 
ity, and with Nelson behind him—. 


Parker saw the doubt and 
continued: “After all, would 
it mot be better if you were 


not to meet the Amazon tonizht. 
Capt. Hoste?” Silence. Hoste went 
quietly over the side and back to 
his own ship in the moonlight. He 
had not met the Amazon. Mahan 
tells this story finely. but it ts 
something to have heard of the 
Villeneuve chase from a man who 
took part in it. 

It would be a gallant tale to write 
the incidents of that long cruise 
with its seemingly unsuccessful 
ending. Yet not unsuccessful, for it 
prepared and paved the way for the 
struggie of giants to follow, and the 
English people knew it and hailed 
him as the conqueror he was when 
he returned for his brief three 
weeks’ respite to England hefore 
the last and greatest struggie of 
Trafalgar. 

Portsmouth. London, surged 
about him. What did Lady Hamil- 
ton or anything matter where their 
hero, their darling. was concerned ? 


“I met Nelson in a mob at Picca- | 


dilty’” said Minto, “and got hold of 
his arm. so that I was mobbed too.

Beyond everything. The instinct 
was true. was right.
